Bloodless Coup Throws Tuan 
from Power and Unites 
Powerful Groups 


New Leader Acknowledged as 
Head of National Army

PEKING, April 10.—Marshal Wu 
Pel-Fu, leader of the Chihli party, 
ousted from cotrol of the Peking 
government a year and a half ago 
by Marshals Chang Tso-Lin and 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, once more dom- 
inates the capital of China. 

A bloodless coup d'etat, carried 
out early today by leaders of the 
Kuominchun (National armies,) 
formerly followers of Marshal 
Feng, placed Chief Executive Tuan 
Chi-Jui under restraint, freed his 
predecessor, former President 
Teao Kun and called Marshal Wu 


“to restore the political situation” 
in Peking. . 

Thus Wu is able to return to the 
capital, backed by his own Hupeh 
army and acknewlodged as chief 


by the Kuominchun, the creatien |: 


of his bitter enemy, Feng, whose 
leadership the National Army gen- 
erols no longer admit. Feng is be- 
lieved to have to Urga, 
Mongolia. ‘ 


UNITES FORCES 

The coup means a complete re- 
alignment of the forces striving for 
mastery itn Northern China. It 
breaks the anti-Kuominchun al- 
liance between Wu and Chang Tso- 
Lin and his Manchurian-Shangtung 
armies. While the Kuominchun 
holds Peking, backed by Wu's army 
on the south and southwest, the 
Manchurian-Shangtung forces, pre- 
sumably hostile to the new combin- 
ation, threaten the city from the 
east and northeast. In view of the 
strength of the Wu-Kuominchun 
alliance Chang is not expected to 
take the offensive soon. 

The coup was carried out quiet- 
ly at 2 a.m. today. The bodyguard

INJURES- 


One Hoseman Near Death 
from Drowning, Cremation 
and Being Crushed 


(EXCLUSIVE 
PARIS (Ky.) April 10—pParis 
had a fire in which only about $15.,- 


but practically every member of 
the fire department was hurt. The 
blaze occurred next door to the fire 
department. Several volunteers al- 
so were injured, and one regular 
for a time faced death by being 
crushed, burned and drowned at 
the same time. 

A fireman gave the alarm when 
the blaze began in the Spears-Kiser 
Company garage, just a few feet 
from where the fire fighters were 
in more or less blissful slumber. 
The company turned out promptly 
and Chief McCracken reached a 
position near the doorway just in 
time to receive the force of an ex- 
plosion believed to have been 
caused by alcohol. The chief was, 
catapulted through the doorway 
and against the gasoline pump on 
the street. The force of the blow 
from the chief's body broke the 
feed pipe. John Neal and John 
Berry were caught under falling 
brick and plaster, over an hour be- 
ing required to dig them out. It 
was Berry who faced death from 
the opposed elements. Here is 


story: 

“T was at the top of the stair- 
way with the nozzle in my hand, 
followed by Neal and McCracken. 
When the explosion occurred the 
stairs seemed to hit the ceiling and 
then crumble to the floor. I fell 
on some bundles of sacks, and 
others fell on top of me. Neal and 
I were held down by the heavy 
girders. The fire was under and 
above me. Then they turned the 
stream of water on it and it 
reached to my movth and I began 
to choke. I felt that my time had 
come and I prayed that I might 
die by drowning instead of burn- 
ing. Soon I heard the voice of El- 
der (another fireman who was hurt 
slightly) calling and I took heart. 
It seemed an age before they 
reached me. They put a rope 
around me and pulled me out. In 
doing so the skin was torn from 
one of my feet, my rubber boot be-. 
ing held fast by the load that had 
fallen upon me.”

Matter of Army Discipline 


SAN DIEGO, April 10.—On the 
of Col. Williams's court-mar- 
tat on a charge of intoxication, 
Rear-Admiral Robertson, comman- 
dant of the Eleventh Naval] Ois- 


trict, took occasion in a formal 
statement tonight to explain sev- 
eral important phases of the case 
in fairness to the public. 

In his statement, Admiral Rob- 
ertson declared that 
Butler, who filed the 
against Co.l Williams, had taken 
action reluctantly and only after 
he had advised him to do so and 
that Gen. Butler acted purely on 
miittary grounds. The statement 
given to the Associated Press fol- 
lows: 

“There are two things which 
have nothing whatsoever to 40 
with this case,” said Admiral Rob- 
ertson. “One is Gen. Butlers for- 
mer connection with the Philadel- 
phia police department; the other 
is the party which Col.’ Williams 
gave at his Coronado home in hon- 
or of Gen. Butler. shortly before 
the latter ordered him under ar- 
rest at the Coronado hotel. 

“Col. Williams is to be tried as 
a military officer, by a military 
court, for a military offense. 

“It is an unfortunate  coinci- 
dence that Gen. Butler, who hap- 
pened to be the officer who pre- 
ferred the charges also happened 
to be in the public mfnd a hyno- 
nym for rigorous prohibition en- 
forcement. 

“Gen. Butler will not be on trial 
in this case, and it is because there 
appears to be a disposition to re- 
gard him as the unofficial defend- 
ant that I think it only fair to 
remind the public that the gen- 
eral preferred his charges only 
after consulting with me and be- 
ing advised by me to file them.”

professing themselves well satisfied 
with their case against prohibition, 
temporarily concluded their testi- 
mony. 

Proponents of strict enforcement 
of the present Volstead Act, after 
suffering in silence for a week 
while the wets derided the dry law 
and sought to prove it responsible 
for an increase in crime and for 
the asserted waywardness of mod- 
ern youth, will haye opportunity on 
Monday to make a preliminary re- 
joinder. On Tuesday witnesses for 
the we* cause will be heard. 

Speaking fram the standpoint of 
those who have studied the ef- 
fects of prohibition and witnessed 
the asserted beneficial effects that 
followed a return to modified sale 
of alcoholic beverages under gov- 
ernment supervision, Sir Willian: 
Stavert, former member of the 
Quebec Liquor Commission, and 
William Russell, president .of the 
Moderation League of Winnipeg.

Policemen, receiving this 
information from the very ‘infiu- 
ences which had brought me to 
Philadelphia, brought rife to clean 
up the very messes they had made 
themeelves and were constantly 
adding to with their own hands, 
could not but believe, and be gov- 
erned accordingly.

SUMS UP QUESTIONS 
' Seeking to sum yp the views of 
the Canadian officid), Senator Reed 
of Missoyri, who favors modifica- 
tion, put this question: 

“Now, to ¢ hard liquor, in- 
stead of getting it from the distil- 
lery previously, you have gov- 
ernment contro] and the people go 
to these governmental agencies. 
Now, adding together the beer and 
light wine with government agen- 
cies handling other liquor, what 

the result?” 

“We think it hag been entirely 
successful,” Sir William replied. 

He added that he believed it 
had reduced the demand for hard 
liquor and encovraged the use of 
beer and light wine. 

Senator Goff of West Virginia 
asked the witness if he thought 
the people virtually in revolt, he 
a man who wanted hard liquor. 

Sir William answered that he 
thorght it did, and explained that 
the beer in Quebec ig not as strong 
as English beer, 

Mr. Russell of Winnipeg. who 
admitted that the World War cre- 
ated conditions partly responsible 
for the orgy of crime and viola- 
tion of law, insisted, nevertheless, 
that prohibition is chiefly to 


blame, 

Prohibition in Manitoba found 
the people vrtually in revolt, he 
said, with open vislation of the 
law and secret crime rapidly in- 
creasing. 


STARTED CRIME WAVE 


“Tt started,” he said, “a crime 
wave such as we never had before 
or since. Fanditse swooped down 
on our cities, robbed our banks 
and killed our people. Last year. 
after we abolished prohibition and 
started distributing liquor through 


government agencies, selsure of 
stills did not amount te one a 
month. 


“The financial business and 
working classes are satisfied—and 
the province made $3,900,000 prof- 
it from relief taxation.” 

Mr. Russell said that fewer 
cases were on the January docket 
= the courts than any time in his- 
ory. 

He contended that the “only 
people who are satisfied are the 
irreconcilable fanatics.” 

When he wae asked if the drink- 
ing of “hard liquor” fas not per- 
sisted under the modification law. 
Mr. Ruesel| drew a laugh from 
those in the cofmmittee room when 
he replied with great seriousness: 
“Oh, yes; we haven't gotten rid of 
all the evils of prohibition.” Smiies 
were again in evidence as he aa- 
suPed the committee that fn his 
Province all liquor, whether sold 
by the government or by bootleg- 
gers “is good liquor, because it ts 
all hougat from thy government.”

No licenses are tesued to 
minore and each licensee must 
furnish a certificate showing him- 
self to be of good character.

their demands. 


HOLDING COMPANY FORMED 

In July, 1922, one of the com- 
plaints recited, Trattner and Ber- 
man entered into a contract for 
the purchase of the apartment- 
house site on Wilshire Boulevard.

The story 
of his life from before his conver- 
sion teems with dramatic and 
amazing incident. As recorded by 
our own indorsing missionaries, we 
must understand that Gen. Feng 
believes with flaming ardence in 
Christianity, the doctrine, but has 
the utmost contempt for it as in- 
sincerely, ironically practiced by 
the so-called Christian nations. He 
and his 400,000 soldiers are out 
to show the world what Christian- 
ity really is, really means—they are 
the arch-fundamentalists of the 
world today.

He had no 
schooling. but is described as hav- 
ing a rare gift of common sense 
and self-education, and with being 
of splendid physique. 

In 1900 he was a raw recruit 
in the army. At this time he heard 
an American missionary preaching 
on the turning of the other cheek, 
and on giving one’s garment to the 
man who steals one’s cloak. And 


To test this doctrine I shoul- 
dered the missionary’s table and 
started off with it. But the mission- 
ary did not practice what he 
preached and clung to the table 
until I let him have it back.” 
Hence he ia reported as doubt- 
ing Christianity until the time of 
the Boxer Rebellion. when the 
slaughter of missionaries aroused 
his conscience. His final conversion 
-came through the missionary hos- 
pital in Peking, where he was 
cured of an ulcer after Chinese 
doctors had asked $60 to heal 
him—and the missionary hospita! 


would take no pay. “We only want 
roe to remember that God in 

eaven lovés you and sent us to 
heal you,” he was told. , 
In 1912 Feng had become a ma- 
or in Peking. where Dr. J. R. 
Mott was holding missionary meet- 
ings and where he finally accepted 
Christianity in full. He was put to 
the test right away—for his 
brother “turned bad and took an- 
other woman for his wife,”’ threat- 
ening to “shoot his real e«wife.” 
This made Feng furious and he 
vowed vengeance. But at the Bible 
class he heard that “Vengeance is 
mine, sayeth the Lord.” His 
brother had sent him a letter of 
defiance. challenging him to fight. 
Thight there Feng applied his 
Christianity. He ignored his 
brother's defiance but sent him 
$100 instead, and promising more 
if he needed it to set him up in 
business. ‘ 

“My brother was so astonished 
at this treatment that he put away 
the bad woman and was reconciled 
with his wife,”” Feng is reported as 
saving.

No action of any kind is taken 
without prayer. ry man - 
ries a Testament.

Feng has always maintained 
that he is fighting for peace and 
the happy restoration of his coun- 
try. He hae risen steadily in pow- 
er and authority. He has resigned 
five times to prove that personal 
aggrandisement was not his cause 
always to be refused. His ar 
has grown from 60,000 to 400.000 
——and every officer in his army to- 
day is required to be an active, 
definite, fundamentalist Christian. 

One of the most important rules 
laid down for his officers by Mar- 
shal Feng is that they must indi- 
vidually collectively form 
evangelistic bands to save and con- 
vert the people of any district in 
which they are stationed. 

“Every officer will strive to brin 
at least one of the chief men 
the city to Christ by the end of 
each year.”

Quality, of course, is more desirable 
than quantity, if’ the quantity be cheap 
and unproductive.

sity of California, Southern 
Branch, is a significant event. It 
is significant because the transfer 
of John Fiske's library is not in 
response to a demand for books 
on a special subject. The famous 


historian was a scholar of ne lim- 


tted interest, and his library i¢ a 
true reflection of his cosmopolitan 
seholarship. 

There are between 80009 and 
19.000 volumes, a collection sur- 
prisingly free from the ephemeral 
and gift literature that so often be- 
comes a part of a literary man's 
library, Wohn Fiske's books are 
the measure of the man himself. 
strong in the best learning, the 


wisest thought und the greatest lit-| 


erature of all time. 

Fiske tn his busy life crossed 
and recrossed the country many 
times, giving his lectures on phil- 
osophy, religion and history. His 
splendid figure, his impressive 
bearing and his clearly expounded 
wisdom were known to audiences 
throughout the West. 

Here we find books of special in- 
terest, books with valuable auto- 
graphs, choice bindings and fine 
plates. But that which appeals to

profound scholar. Dr. Fiske un- 
doubtedly ransacked public and 
college libraries, but here in his 
own library will be found the 
books which he loved best and un- 
der whose influence he lived and 
wrote.

Aristotie, Spinoza, Kant, Darwin, 
Goethe. Spencer, Columbus and 

Casas represented visions of 
constructive thought and action.

Piske'’s interest turned early to 
new theories'in regard jo life, and 
in 1861 he published an article on 
“Fallacies of Buckle’s Theory of 
Civilization.” In his own lists of 
books which he read from year to 
year the names Buckle, Darwin, 
Spencer. Huxley, Bain, Spinoza 
stand out in larger letters. The 


works of these authors In the best 


editions of that time are upon the 
shelves. There are also the writ- 
ings of Léwes (many volumes.) 
Bacon, Mill, Pollock, Cudworth. 
Martineau. Galton. 

In 1872 Dr. Fiske’s Mvths. and 
Mythmakers appeared. A section 
of the library is devoted to the 
best books in this fiel the Saca 
JAbrary. the Grimm Library, irish, 
Norge and other. tales, lecends and 
stories. 

Although Fiske soon became ab- 
Sorbed in historical study he re- 
tained his love for the classics. for 
music and literature. The library 
is strong in fine old editions of the 
classics, the long set of Tauchnits 
Greek classics, published at Leip- 
vig about 1800; the Auctores La- 
tinl, in vellum, Strasburg 1810. 

While John Fiske’s works of a 
speculative nature brought him 
into relation with the philosophers 
of his time it is as a scholmrly but 
popular historian of otr own 
America that he is best known in 
the West.

Agreeing that broadcasting in 
Great Britain should remain «a 
monopoly to avoid the confusion 
resulting from free and uncon- 
trolled transmission and reception 
in the United States, the committee 
urges State control. ~

“Broadcasting is not only an tn- 
stitution, but has become a neces- 
sity throughout the  cfvilized 
world,” the report states, adding 
that it will become a “handmaiden 
rather than the usurping rival of 
literature and the arts.”

London in November, 1922. now In- 
cludes ten main and eleven relay 
stations and contemplates more 
high-powered stations, similar to 
that opened last July at Daventry.

operation of whale hunting, and succeeded in “shooting’”’ 
miles of unusual film. Maj. Hammond has recently re- 
turned from this expedition and is now preparing his 
pictures for presentation on the screen in the not distant 


future. 
“T was unusually successful, thanks to the wouderfu! 


weather conditions that prevailed during my entire stay 

with the whaling fleet,” said Maj. Hammond. “The 
ocean was as calm as a pond, and we found no difficulty 
in operating our cameras. I obtained many films of the 
humpback whale, which has never heretofore been 
caught with a motion-picture camera. The films include 
pictures of schools of whales at play, close-ups of the 
animals just before being struck by harpoons d from 
a harpoon gun, their mad rushes after being wounded, 
some perilous moments when an enraged whale charged 
the boat, and virtually every operation involved in the 
game of capturing whales. 


“In order that you may get an idea of what it means 
to tackle a whale in moderately good health and with al! 
its formidable powers unimpaired, bear in mind that a 
full-grown humpback runs up to about sixty feet in len 
and weighs about sixty tons. And if you run into a blue 
whale, which is found occasionally in this locality, it wil] 
be nearly 100 feet long and will weigh close to 100 tons. 


“Remember, also, that this enormous beast is pos- 


sessed of incredible strength and can move with appalling 
speed. Capt. Bryde informed me that it is not uncommon 
for a whale struck by a harpoon to rush furiously out to 
sea snapping the rope, three inches in diameter, attached

However, he has found himself 
becoming satisfied in Pasadena— 
settling down there. And again in 
hie 2i-year-old mature words, “I 
am too. young to be complacent.” 

The ideas of Robert Sharpe are 
never commonplace. He speaks 
with a maturity irreconcilable with 
his age. But his words arouse in- 
terest. They come from an intent 
student of modern art. He senses 
in the present profuctions a ten- 
dency to allow the scenery to 
overshadow the play, to drown 
words and action in color. Europe 
done it—and New «York also.

Tmpressionism, in the manner of 
Max Reinhardt. has made its 
initial appearance on the Los An- 
geles stage. 

“Emperor Jones,” Eugene 
O’Neltll's weird psychological study 
of the negro, which is now being 
presented, by the Potboiler Art 
Theater players at the Gamut Club. 
is the first local mahifestation of 
the vital influence of this phase 
of the continental theater tpon 
American productions. 

George D. Hall and Edgar Ul- 
mer, acting ase art directors for 
“Emperor Jones,” are responsible 
for the highly unusual effects at- 
tained. Peculiarly suited to the 
play ‘itseelf—a strange, unreal 
drama—is the manner of treat- 
ment. 

lighting, obviously, is the prime 
factor in the success of such a 
production. Innumerable spots 
are employed, flashing upon the 
stage from various parts of the 
theater. 

The very color of the lights is 
of immeasurable importance in 
esiablishing the desired atmos- 
phere. Amber rays light the initial 
scene, showing the throne room of 
Brutus Jones, the Emperor. The 
throne ~room of the ruler of a 
West Indian island—ponderous 
pillas, a regal chair of barbaric 
scarlet, a heavy bit of wall. 

For the scenes in the Great For- 
est green and biue lights are used, 
with their effect of unreality, of 
distance and depth. The forest 
becomes an impenetrable thing— 
sinister, eternal—under the trans- 
forming influence of the lights. 

But. in the uncompromising 
morning light. back-stage at the 
Gamut Club is far from inspira- 
tional. 

The regal chair is mere wood 
—painted red-—the age-old trees 
of the Great Forest utilitarian bur-

Knoblock has laid his scenes for — 


the most part tn France, moge spe- 
clfically, in Normandy and Paris.

The role of the mother will be 
portrayed by Mabel Julienne Scott 
—and I do not know of a more 
capable actress for the part. Fier- 
ence Reed did it when the play 
was origina'ly produced ig New 
York in 1923.

She even went so far as 
to declare that “the youth of to- 
day is better than in any other 
age.” But all the same, she did 
not give us mamma's polgt of 
view. It was strictly the college 
teachers point of view, graciously 
conceding that mamma had net 


Gone so badly as was 


But just the fact that she felt 
the urge to defend mamma is 
painfully significant. 

I do not know of any instance 
in which e@ prolific mamma has 
felt called upon to arise to defend 
our modern educators and welfare 
workers and juvenile courts. Of 
course they could not need de- 
fending. They are experts. Their 
part of the job must be perfect. 

Of course no one would dream 
ot paying the mother of twenty- 
two children $250 to address a club 
convention on the subject of the 
American home and child welfare. 
What could she possibly know 
abou#it? Besides, she would prob- 
ably have been too dashed busy to 
have become a s00d platform 
speaker. Experts are always good 


speakers. 

Still, I regret that some mamma 
of multitude experience was not 
put on the stand in her own de- 
fense. I think the federation owed 
her that. In the course of their 
investigations (which must have 
been so very thorough, surely) 


they must have met so many 


her. It is merciful, of course, that 
the inspiration to defend her grew 
cut of this. Maybe if investigations 
were carried further still, it might 
be found that she did not need 
defending at all—even, ahem, that 
the wrong person was suspected. 

If ma 
capable of défending her own case, 
some personal depositions might 
at Jeast have been taken. I feel 
sure that she could have provid- 
ed some very interesting and per- 
tinent first-hand evidence, fur- 
nished some hot new clews. She 
might have had something to say

But the 
poet’s imagination ig 86 deep and 
sure, his clairvoyance so true, his 
dramatic power 60 great, that no 
lover of poetry can fail to respond 
to the genius that has found ex- 
pression here.

Jeffers writes of him- 
self: “Born in Pittsburgh in 1887;

rope a good deal; of the first visit 
I remember three things—a pock- 
étful of enAile loosed on the walls 
of a kindergarten in Zurich, paint- 
ings of Keats and the &8Shelley 
hanging side by side soméwhére 
in London, and Arthur’s Seat, the 
hill about Edinburgh.

TRUTH IN PERIL 
Evolutionists ww of Drive 
for F undamentalism 


Intolerant Aim to Proscribe 
Learning, Say Defenders 


Paid Propagandists Active in 
Campaign, is Charged — 


Decrying the present trend away 
from long-accepted teachings of 
the Bible and the gradual sup- 
planting of scientific theorles and 
explanations, so-called funda- 


mentalists and  antievolutionists 
have risen in protest and are seek- 
ing to effect legislation compelling 
the use of the Bible in puhiic 
schools’ and prohibiting the teach- 
ing of evolution, declare members 
of the Science League of America. 

The league was founded in 
September, 1924, specificaily to 
protect the teaching of evolution 
in public schools and colleges and 
to resist any attempt to unite 
church and State. Branding the 
activities of fundamentalists as “an 
attempt to. Bryanize our schools 
and colleges” and “an alarming 
situation,” the organization main- 
tains that it is a nation-wide issue 
not generally appreciated by those 
whom it will harm most should it 
be successful. 

Making public some of its find- 
ings, the league rts that while 
there are only nine State legisia- 
tures in session this year, the year 
1927 undoubtedly will witness 
a flood of antievolution  bilis 
throughout the country. The 
Free-Will Baptists of Arkansas 
have announced that they will 
force the introduction of such a bill 
in the State Legislature and a com- 
mittee has been formed for the 
|same purpose in Virginia. The State 
of Oregon is numbered among those 
expected to bring the matter to a 
head soon and fundamentalists in 
Oklahoma are agitating for re- 
enactment of the repealed anti- 
evolution law in that State.

‘jand Texas have actually outlawed 


the teaching of evolution and Ken- 
tucky is expected soon to follow 
suit. Edw Young Clarke, for- 
merly a high cial of the Ku 
Klux Klan, head a movement 
that resulted in t founding of 
an organization in Atlanta, Ga., in 
January of this year, 
its alm as the following: 

“The new organization has for 
its objects tie elimination of the 
teaching of the evolutionary theory 
in all American schools and col- 
leges and the dismissal of all 
teachers expounding the theory.” 
It is understood that national 
headquarters for the orgdnization 
will be in Indjanapolis. 

“The first step of fundamental- 
ists will be to require the use of 
the Bible in public schools,” said 
Rev. Theodore Curtis Abel, minis- 
ter of the Unitarian Society of Hol- 
lywood, who cites the foilowing 
activities in that respect: 

Reading of the Bible every day 
school is in session is required by 
law in Alabama, Georgia, Idaho, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey, Penh- 
syivania and Tennessee. Portions 
to be read vary from five to twenty 
verses, which in some States may 


be selected at random  0»b the 
teacher and in others must cer- 
tain passages prescribed by the 


State Board of Education. 

‘The Bible is permitted to be read 
but not required by law in Indi- 
ana, lowa, . Misstesippi, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma 
South Dakota. In 
States the Bible is used use 
there is no law prohibiting it. The 
Supreme courts of nine additional 
States have rendered decisions de- 
claring the Bible to be a nonsec- 
tarian book. California is placed 
in this category. 

Boards of educatioh or courts 
have absolutely excluded the use 
of the Bible in public schools in 
Arizona, Illinois, Louisiana, Min- 
nesota, Nevada, New York, Wash- 
ington and Wyoming. 


PAID PROPAGANDA 
Paid lobbyists are in Washington

Statement of Case 


Declares Reapportionment 
Failure Unlawful 
Loss of Representation to 
Southland Shown | 
As the opening shot in the ‘re- 
newal of the battle for justice to 
Southern California in the matter 
of representation in the Legisla- 


ture, the All-Parties Reapportion- 


ment Committee yesterday issued 
a statement pointing out that the 
plain intent of the State Constitu- 
tion Is being constantly violated by 
legislators who swear to uphold it 
and then resist’ redistricting meas- 
ures. The statement follows: 

The Constitution of California, 
the paramount law of the State, 
provides, in effect, that for the pur- 
pose of choosing members of the 
Legislature, the State shall be di- 
vided into forty senatorial and 
eighty assembly digtricts “as near- 
ly equal in population as may be,” 
and that every ten years the Leg- 
islature, at its first session after 
every national census, “shall ad- 
just such districts and reapportion 
the representation so as to pre- 
serve them as near equal in pop- 
ulation as may be.’’ 

This plain mandate of the Con- 
stitution was observed the Leg- 
islature with a reasonable degree 
of promptness and with approxi- 
mate fairness down to the extra 
session of 1911, the last reappor- 
tionment bill having been enacted 
session, which extended in- 


SOUTHLAND GROWN 
Since then no reapportionment 
bill has been enacted. Between the 
date of the 1910 Federal 


usually large growth of the pop- 
ulation of this State, in which the 
growth of the population of South- 
ern California largely preponder- 
ated. Consequently, upon a prop- 
er compliance by the Legislature 
with this constitutional mandate. 
there would of necessity be a de- 
cided increase in legislative repre- 
‘sentation from Southern California 
with a corresponding decrease in 
other parts of the State. 

This fact has led to the unfor- 
tunate situation of a legislative 
failure to obey the constitutional 
mandate and failure to. pass a 
proper act of reapportionment, 
other sections of the State Which 
would suffer a loss of representa- 
tion by such reapportionment con- 
trolling a sufficient present legisia- 
tive representation to biock any 
such action, which up to date has 
been successfully done. This for 
two legislative sessions has de- 


prived, and for at least another 
three out of five will deprive, 
Southern California and other 


growing sections of the State of 
their proper quota of representa- 
tion In both branches of the legis- 
lature—a gross denial of their 
fundamental constitutional right of 
equal representation. 


INITIATIVE BILL 
While patience and sufferance 
are two virtues of exalted emi- 


inence, under such an absolute ig- 


noring by the Legislature of its 
plain duty in the premises, both 
patience and  sufferance have 
ceased to be virtues. 

So, fortified by legal advice. a 
concerted movement hag been 
started to obtain to ‘the State 
through the people of the State in 
this matter of legislative reappor- 
tionment, a compliance not only 
with the spirit, but with the plain 
and unequivocal letter of the Con- 
stitution. 

The movement thus launched is 
ene to submit to the people -for 
their vote an initiative bill of re- 
apportionment based strictly upoh 
the provisions of the Constttution 
in order that the voters of Cali- 
fornia may say whether the Con- 
stitution as the fundamental law 


whether, for sectional or selfish 
reasons, the plain provisions may 
be disregarded by the Legislature 
and its effectiveness as the su- 
preme law of the State 
abrogated and rendered negatory. 

There are forty Senatorial dis- 
tricts in the State, and on the 
basis of the 1920 census each of 
these districts represents 85.471 
poowres each of the eighty Assem- 
ly districts represents 42,835 
people. 


GENEROUS COMPROMISE 

With its population of 936,368, 
as given by the 1920 census, Los 
Angeles county is entitled to 10.98 
members of the Senate and 21.86 
members of the Assembly. 

San Francisco, with a popula- 
tian of 606.676 people, is entitied 
to 5.91 members of the Senate and 
11.83 members of the Assembty. 

Although these figures clearly 
indicate that Los Angeles county 
is more nearly entitled to eleven 
Senators and twenty-two Assem- 
biymen than San Francisco is en- 
titled to six Senators and twelve 
Assemblymen, evertheless the 
people of Los Angeles county in «4 
spirit of generosity, are willing to 
concede the six Senators and twelve 
Assemblymen to San Francisco and 
to claim but ten Senatore and 
twenty-one Assemblymen for their

The same homey effect that the 
architect has been able to give 
the smal! shingle-roofed house can 
be given the larger house by the 
use of longer and thicker shingles, 
with longer and wider exposures 
than in the small house.

Our achitects of Southern 
California have been able to de- 
sign shingle roofs that are dis- 
tinctive. For example, the old 
English thatched roofs are being 
duplicated in appearance by the 
use of shingles stained _in straw 
colors and laid with rolled edges. 
The Holland tile roofs with their 
irregular sized and jags pieces 
are also being duplicated by vari- 
ous methods of staining and lay- 
ing shingles. Shingle roofs are 
also being laid which resemble the 
more costly slate roof. This is 
done by using the longer shingles 
at the eaves of the house with na 
wide weather exposure and then 
gradually reducing the exposure 
toward the ridge the use of 
smaller shingles, the correct 
use of stains, from the purples to 
grays, the final result is a roo 
that is most slate-like in appear- 
ance.

On account of the additional 
traffic the lighting requirements 
of thoroughfares are more rigid 
than those of the side str lead- 
ing into the thoroughfares The 
thoroughfare system should be de- 
signed so that the crossings are 
especially well illuminated by a ju- 

dicious placement of lamps, This 
increased amount of illumination 
in-a well-designed system at once 
indicates to the driver that .he is 
nearing a main artery of traXel and 
warns him to be cautious. \ 

(4.) Driver coming into a thor- 
oughfare from a eide street strikes 
a pedestrian crossing the side 
stree 


t. 

The likelihood of this type of 
accident is avoided by the same 
treatment of the lighting system as 
that outlined in Type 3. A high- 
powered lamp at the head of the 


street not onty warns the driver to 
proceed cautiously, but furnishes a 
bright spot of light underneath the 


lamp against which a pedestrian is 


seen in silhouette. 
(6.) Driver overruns at a dead 
end or at curves. 


A lamp of adequate power 
placed at the head of the dead-end 
street, or on the -outside of the 
turn, tlluminates the curb and the 
‘surroundings. At particularly dan- 
gerous spots, where the traffic is 
heavy, warning beacons may be 
used to advantage. On wide 
streets with lighting units on both 
sides and opposite ¢ach other the 
direction which the road takes is 
revealed, even though the road 
surface cAnnot be seen.

THE SONG OF THE “ROLLER” 


For generations there have been 
schools in Germany for the train- 
ing of canaries, and since the war 
the teaching of artificial song to 
the little yellow birds "2 been g0- 
ing on in the British Isles on an 
ever-increasing scale. These cana- 
ries are wonderful songsters, but 
their melody is nothing like the 
song of the ordinary canary, which 
is shrill and at times ear-splitting. 
The trained canary is known as a 
rolier, a name he has earned for 
himself because his song is made 
up of a series of long rolling notes 
suggestive of the tremolo notes of 
a flute or of bubbling water. In 
the past of these birds were 
bred by peasants of Germany. 
They were carefully trained 
exported all over the world. From 
babyhood the fledgliings were never 
allowed to hear the song of the or- 
dinary canary.

DANGER IN SNOWSLIDES 

It is well known by people who 
live in a mountainous region that 
there is nothing in the hills more 
wild and terrible than the sudden 
abrupt snowslides that eccur in 
the winter months after the first 
heavy snows of the season have 
come and settled. They are cru- 
el, ruthless things that rush down 
the hillsides at a furious speed, 
uprooting trees and shrubs, crush- 
ing and smothering things under 
them as they go. The motntains 
catch up the roar of a slide as 
they do with thunder, and carry 
it from hill to hill over the guiches 
until the sound is heard for a 
great many miles, 

A slide may be caused in vari- 
ous ways, often after a thaw or 
after a heavy fall of wet, heavy 
snow on old, dried snow. Some 
of them are caused from the slip- 
ping of a “cornice,” a formation 
which occurs under certain con- 
ditions. Say, for instance, that 
the hills range north and south 
and the wind bearing the snow- 
flakes is from the southwest, a 
wind carries the snow over the 
ridges, but when the flakes hit the 
quiet air on the northern side of 
the hills, some of the flakes wil! 
drop straight down in the aetill air 
and pile up in one place, forming 
a projecting corner, or what is 
commonly called a cornice. Every: 
storm that comes will add to the 
mound until it finally comes too 
heavy for its holdings and breaks 
loose. These slides are extremely 
dangerous, for they generally are 
very large, and, because they are 
so near the ridges, are extreme- 
ly while their noise is ter- 


A quieter side is caused by 
heavy snow at the lower part of 
a hill and a very little snow near 
the top. This unevenness is caused 
by the wind drifting the snow 
about. This kind of slide is pulled 
down by its own weight at the bot- 
tom. Often the only noise to these 
slides is a soft, slushing sound, 

But the most dangerous kind of 
slides for the mountaineers are 
the ones caused by a heavy fall 


It is with these slides that so many 
get caught, because walking over 
the snow at the time will often 
be just enough to start the snow 
sliding. 

There is one pecullar thing that 
mountaineers have noticed about 
siides—there is generally the 
queerest silence just before they 
start—almost a deathlike stillness, 
as if the whole world were hold- 
ing its breath against the catas- 
trophe that might follow.

HOLLY A SUBSTITUTE FOR TEA 


In the minds of most people 
holly ts invariably associated with 
Christmas, but few realize that 
there is such a great variety of 
holly, the trees of which grow 
in many climes, no fewer than 145 
species being’ known to botanists. 
North American holly is a much 
larger tree than the English Va- 
riety. It grows to aw height of 
sixty or even eighty feet, and its 
hard, white timber is very valua- 
ble. The Paraguay holly of South 
America provides the drink called 
“Mate,” which In those parts is 
as popular as tea. The young 
leaves of the shrub are carefully 
dried and powdered, and the pow- 
der is infused in boiling water. 
Even Europeans learn to appre- 
clate the drink, which is stimulat- 
ing without being indigestible. 
The leaves of one of the Canadian 
hollies are also used as a substi- 
tute for tea. The common Cana- 
dian name for this shrub is the 
“tinkberry.” for a black dye can be 
obtained from it which in the old 
days was often used for writing 
purposes. Then there is the holly 
of Florida. This is a handsome 
tree, with small bunches of large, 
bright red berries. In Australia, 
also, is found the “native holly,” 
of which the wood combines hard- 
ness with extreme lightnesa,

In construction this pool is simple; anyone 
with even a very little mechanical skill can 
make its fellow. All that's needed is a bag 
of cement and double the quantity of sand, 
with stones of convenient size to build up 
the rim. The pool is shallow; it is made by 
building up the rim rather than by excavat- 


ing. The rim, built of stones and cement, — 


rises abo@t ten inches above the 
level (so the baby won't fall in), while the 
pool bottom is not more than three inches 
lower. 
First a length of pipe (which had a neck 
at one end) was laid from the bottom of the 
to the flower-garden, so that the 
water might be drained off. This was fitted 
with an ordinary bathtub plug. Then a 
three-inch layer of cement was put over the 
bottom, so laid that the bottom sloped 
slightly to the drain-pipe. Next the rim was 
built up of stones and cement, made smooth 
with cement on the inside, and the pool was 


done. 

A novel and admirable feature is the two 
foot-wide circle of sand which encircles the 
pool and is kept from impinging on the grass 
by a stone-and<cement margin. This makes 
a delightful surface for little bare, wet feet: 
it is clean; it eliminates the inconvenience 
of mud and affords unlimited opportunities

I asked 
her to show me the seed she had selected 
Out of her handbag came two pompon dahlia 
seed pods. On examining these pods | 
found that they contained no seed. To 
prove this I rubbed cut the pods in my 
hand and blew away the chaff, showing that 
no seed remained. “Why,” she said, “I 
thought ezch of these was a seed and th:t 
when planted whole, like a potato, each 
would grow a dahlia plant!”
